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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the first Office action on the merits of Application No. 10/718,067 
filed on November 20, 2003. Claims 1-12 are currently pending. 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

Figure 5 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .1 21 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 10 recites the limitation "the pretensioned assembly state" in the last line. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Orlamunder et al. '002 in view of Fukatani '695. 

The '002 patent to Orlamunder et al. discloses a friction clutch 10 which, as seen 
in Figure 2, has a pressure plate assembly comprising a housing 12 having inner and 
outer axial sides and connectable with an abutment region 22, a pressure plate 30 
mounted in and rotatable with the housing and having actuating portions 64 which 
extend past a radially outer edge of the housing (see e.g. Figure 20), and an energy 
storage element 34 mounted on the outer side of the housing so as to urge the pressure 
plate away from the inner axial side of the housing. Orlamunder et al. does not disclose 
the claimed pretensioning arrangement. 
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Fukatani '695 discloses a friction clutch including a pretensioning arrangement 
21 for holding an energy storage element 4 in a pretensioned assembly position. It 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to provide the pressure plate assembly of Orlamunder et al. with a 
pretensioning arrangement of the type disclosed by Fukatani in order to realize the 
advantageous results taught by Fukatani at column 1 , lines 44-55. In the modification of 
Orlamunder et al. in view of the teaching of Fukatani each of the method steps set forth 
in claim 9 would necessarily be carried out. 

Regarding the dependent claims 2, 3 and 8 note that Orlamunder et al. further 
shows the carrier elements 36 (equivalent to Fukatani's tabs 10) with the supporting 
area 38 and the intermediate plate 32. Regarding the dependent claims 4-7, 1 1 and 12 
note particularly Figure 5 and column 2, line 53 to column 3, line 24 of Fukatani. 

Prior Art Citation 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Each of the prior art documents cited by applicant in the IDS filed 
on May 21 , 2004 have been considered. The examiner further cites Hunt 714 which 
shows a friction clutch having an energy storage element 44 mounted on the outer side 
of housing 9; and Bancroft '685, Maucher et al. '153, Hrubesch '168 and Dalbiez '418 
which show various arrangements for securing a friction clutch pressure plate relative to 
a cover prior to assembly on a flywheel.
